ILLEGAL TUNNEL SHUT DOWN 

On Thursday, the Hamptons Police, responding 
to an anonymous tip, discovered a tunnel 
starting west of the Shinnecock Canal, running 
underneath the canal and culminating in an 
unobtrusive opening off of a driving range in 
Tuckahoe. According to police, the tunnel is of 
sufficient dimensions to allow compact vehicles 


_to pass through one at a time. “This is a totally 


professional tunnel,” said Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “It’s got lighting, tiled 
walls, ventilation, you name it.” Apparently, 
the tunnel was discovered when golfers at 
the driving range started noticing Smart 
cars, MINI Coopers, and vintage Volkswagens 
suddenly appearing on the grass field where 
they practice. “At first they might have thought 
that somebody was lost or was trying to cut 
across the driving range to avoid traffic,” said 
Hirsch, “but then it just became a stream of 
small cars all morning long, and somebody 
saw fit to drop dime.” Police theorize that 
the tunnel was constructed over the winter 
with an eye towards allowing motorists—those 
who were granted knowledge of its existence, 
that is—to skirt the interminable traffic. “The 
trick is, they all had to drive really small cars, 
which rich people seldom do,” noted Hirsch. 
Consequently, police are calling on members 
of the public to provide information regarding 
wealthy people who have recently traded in 
their Land Rovers for MINIs. 


CITIZENS PROTEST CHARGING STATIONS 

Police were called on Sunday to monitor a 
protest against recently installed electric 
vehicle charging stations in Orient. The 
protestors, many of them members of Electricity 
Makes Me Angry (EMMA), an anti-electric car 
activist group, made speeches denouncing 
what they described as “untested technology 
being foisted upon the town.” Victor Destak, a 
board member of EMMA, expressed a common 
concern. “What if somebody’s just driving by 
the charging stations in their perfectly safe, 
gas-fueled car, and all of a sudden ZAPP—they 
get fried by a big old electric spark?” Others 
expressed worry about the kind of people 


-the charging stations would attract. Leslie 


Huron expressed her biggest fear to a reporter: 
“lve heard of crazy, deranged people using 
powerful jolts of electricity to try to reanimate 
dead human tissues. Do we really want creeps 
like that around here? And what if it works?” 
Quinn Dietrich, who owns a nearby restaurant, 
was blunt about his feelings towards the new 
charging stations. “We will not be serving any 
crazy-haired, zapped-up electricity fiends at 
my restaurant. | run a respectable, family- 
friendly operation.” The protestors dispersed 
without incident.

Save Our Views! 


Truck Beach & the Road in Front of My House in East Hampton 


BY DAN RATTINER 


s this is written, a judge is listening to 

testimony from some citizens of East 
Hampton who have had to live through years 
and years of people bringing four-wheel-drive 
vehicles on the beach in front of their oceanfront 
homes. It’s pretty intolerable, they say. 

The plaintiffs hired a videographer to provide 
to the court footage of what is going on in front 
of their homes. The videographer went up and 
down the beach, filming. He’s made many, many 
hours of footage. And the best parts, the best 
25 minutes, have been shown at the trial. They 
show people camping, backing up, shouting, 
fishing, sunbathing, collecting seashells, playing 
in the sand, playing radios, flying kites, taking 
walks, even urinating, and their dogs were 
urinating too, on the beach. 

“| don’t feel safe taking my son down there,” 
one woman said. “We had an incident once that 
made me not feel it was safe to take my son 
there.” What happened, she said, was a four- 


_wheel-drive vehicle drove by and the driver 


gave her the finger, she said. She’d bought her 
house in 2007. 


Others with property here have said that 


having to look out at the trucks and fishermen 
and dogs out there is more than they can 
bear. People leave trash there. They make 
noise. They sunbathe and drive their 4x4s on 
the beach, sometimes too fast. One man said 
there were only a few trucks out there when 
he bought his house in 1985, but now there are 
many more. 

The issue has escalated over the last decade. 
People on one side say four-wheel-drive vehicles 
have been used out on the beach legally since 
four-wheel-drive vehicles were invented. And 
before that, in 1688, a law was passed that gave 
the right to the citizenry to use wagons and 
other vehicles on the beach. And a law passed 
a quarter of a century ago confirmed it. 

The plaintiffs in this case say their property 
has passed from one owner to another since 
colonial times, and that a deed from a century 
ago gives them fee-title to the beach. This 
question of who owns the beach, along with 
questions about Town codes regarding beach 
usage and how people can gain access for 
vehicles to the beach, among other issues, are 
at the heart of the case. 

Naturally, if they can kick the general public

stretch, their property values will go through 
the roof. The nearest parking area to this 
ocean beach, other than in the homeowners’ 


driveways, is a mile away. So they’d have it all 


to themselves. 
If this is decided in favor of these aggrieved 


homeowners, | intend to also file a lawsuit. 


against the town for the activities they have 
allowed to occur on the street in front of my 
house that frighten my family and block my 
view of Three Mile Harbor. 

My house is just 160 feet from the harbor, 


but there’s a road here that passes between my 


property and the water. And | have researched 
the deed about this road and | find there is 
about a six-inch gap in the right of way deed 
rights between where this road used to end— 
south of my house—to where it continued on 
going north up to Maidstone Park. 

This gap is right in front of my house. Its 
lack of proper wording makes the passageway 
to vehicles in front of my house illegal. 
They can go up to the six inches, and they 
can begin again beyond the six inches, but 
they cannot transverse the six inches. This 
deeded error occurred in 1922, during the 
Harding Administration. 

My lawsuit will claim that cars and trucks pass 
in front of my house. It was not so bad when I 
bought my place in the 1970s—I knew about 
this road—but since then it’s gotten completely 
intolerable. Sometimes people park along the 
roadside to watch the sunset across the way. It 
can block my view of part of it, particularly the 


have—even. park their cars by the side of the 
road where the sun sets and put signs on their 
windshields reading FOR SALE and walk away, 
leaving them there for days. 

It’s difficult to cross this road to go to the 
boats and the little beach on the harbor here. 


‘Cars whiz by dangerously. Sometimes they 


drive on the shoulder. Sometimes, ambulances 
or police cars race recklessly by, flashing 
their lights and sounding their sirens. Gangs 


of motorcycle riders come by from time to- 


time. We are awakened from our beds when 
this happens. Teenagers with boom-box radios 
in the trunks whiz by. We get joggers and 
bicyclists. Sometimes cars even crash right in 
front of my house. And it’s happening more and 
more. Nobody should have to put up with that. 
It’s crazy..And the things some people do on 
those boats—well, I take the kids to the cellar.

And then there are the utility poles and their 
attendant wires. When I bought my house in 
1978, I paid $45,500 for it. And there was just 
a single telephone wire and a single electric 
wire. Now there are thick cables for Wi-Fi, cable 
and God knows what else, and they not only 
biock the view where before we could forgive 


it for just the two wires, but these cables are 
sometimes tiptoed across by nasty squirrels 
or sat upon by birds who, at this time of year, 
often. fly up and chase one another around in 
an apparent effort to fornicate. I take my kids to 
the basement again. 

I can tell you that some of these birds and 
squirrels even put “droppings,” as someone so 
delicately put it, right on my new Tesla. 

I do not have to tell you how awful all this 
is. And I am a taxpayer. In 1978, I paid $550 in 


_ taxes. Today | pay $11,300 in taxes. 


When I moved here, I did not know about 


the six-inch gap. I figured the road 
was just something I would’ have 
to live with. Indeed, back then, 


in the wintertime, it was a comfort to see 
some cars out there every once in a while. 
It would get pretty dismal out here in the 
wintertime, and they were a welcome sight. 
Sometimes we’d even wave at one if we sat out 
on the deck. oe 

No more. Today is not like it was. It’s different. 
And now that I’m here, I am entitled to peace and 
quiet and don’t want anybody else disturbing 
my wonderful view unless | invite them. I’ve put 
up with this long enough. And now it’s my turn. 

My lawsuit will be for $5 million, which is

an additional $10 million I will ask for, for the 


pain and suffering I’ve had to endure for all 


these years.

Banking, Wild Parties, a Racetrack Upstate and Peaceman

Pu‘ here was an item in the New York Post's 
gossip column about a rich man I knew 
once, briefly. He was getting a divorce. His 
name is Alan Wilzig and I met him at a party 
about 20 years ago. He and his brother, Ivan, 
had bought some property on top of a hill in 
Water Mill, and there, as partners, had built a 
14,000-square-foot replica of a European castle. 
They'd made the Hamptons scene by throwing 
fancy parties for celebrities and friends up 
there every summer. 
' [had gone to a few of these parties before 
I'd met Alan. Late in the evening they became 
erotic affairs that included lots of costumes, 
sex, love and rock ’n’ roll, mostly around a pool 
or, remarkably, in a sort of fake dungeon in the 
main house. Everybody loved these parties. Up 
in a woods on the top of the hill, there were 
no neighbors to bother. The police tolerated 
them. I recall when I went to the first one, I was 
steered onto the property by a security guard 
-who, after seeing our invitation, directed us 
through the now open 10-foot-tall steel gates 
at the entrance with an outstretched arm— 
revealing a pistol in a shoulder holster he was 
carrying under his jacket. 
Anyway, from that day to this, these parties 
have been going on annually in the summertime, 
the invitations are coveted, and the host of the 


party is invariably the very flamboyant Sir Ivan, 
who, as his alter-ego “Peaceman,” has become 
a strutting, caped rock ’n’ roll entertainer who 
performs his hit songs on a nearby stage. 

I mentioned that it is Alan who is getting the 
divorce. And I wanted to tell you of the single 
meeting I had with him all those years ago, 
probably after the fourth year that Ivan was 
holding those parties. I’ve never forgotten it. 

By that time, because the Wilzigs had 
come out to the Hamptons with such a bang, 
most of us knew about their backgrounds. 
Born and raised in New Jersey, they were the 
sons of Siggi Wilzig, the wealthy chairman and 
CEO of The Trust Company of New Jersey, a 
commercial bank. 

Siggi was still running the bank at that time, 
and his two boys were both in their 30s and his 
heirs. But from our limited perspective, were 
these two also bankers? 

Alan Wilzig was a strikingly handsome man 
the night I met him. He wore a suit and tie and 
he told me he was very, very unlike his often- 
costumed older brother. His brother was all 
about sex, love and rock ’n’ roll, he said, while 
he, Alan, was an upstanding, model citizen 
who only wanted love, marriage, banking and 
children in his life. In fact, he was now in love 
with the wonderful woman he intended to raise 
a family with, and I wouldn’t be seeing him at 
the castle anymore. 


I never met Alan again, but according to 
the item in the Post last week, he had gotten 
married to Karin, raised two kids and 
had a gorgeous mansion on 275 acres in 
the upstate town of Taghkanic. There, he 
built the Wilzig Racing Manor, the site of the 
largest privately owned racetrack in the U.S. 
Still active in his long career as a banker, 
Alan also had become a racecar driver, a 
philanthropist and a car collector. He has over 
100 cars and motorcycles housed at his home 
in Taghkanic. 

A photo accompanying the Post item showed 
Alan Wilzig being leaned upon adoringly by a 
beautiful young woman in a skintight leotard 
who was identified as his girlfriend, Clemence 
Lapeyre, age 23. 

In doing research for this article, I’ve also 
learned that father Siggi was a Holocaust 
survivor, and had not only run a successful 
commercial bank but also was the President 
and CEO of Wilshire Oil. He died in 2003 at the 
age of 76. His wife, Naomi, the boys’ mother, 
who has now also passed away, owned the 
World Erotic Art Museum in Miami, Florida. The 
boys also have a sister, Sherry. 

So there is much more to this than meets the 
eye. I wish both sons the best in doing what 
they enjoy doing. And I mean only to share with 
you the story, so far, of their remarkable lives, 
which are certainly quite memorable. @L

Left Turn Hat 


Special Headwear Allows a Fortunate Few to Make This Turn 


BY DAN RATTINER 


Left Turn Hat 
- Until this year, the most difficult permit to get 
in the Hamptons was the annual bathhouse and 
locker permit for Main Beach in East Hampton. 
The village only issues 200 of them a year, and 
they come up for purchase on February 15 and 
usually within a week are gone. The cost is 
$350 and the date they become available is not 
well publicized. | 
Beginning last year, however, the 
scarcity of those permits was eclipsed by a 
newer offering—the Left Turn Hat. Motorists 
wearing these hats, actually baseball caps, are 
given the right of way when trying to make left 
turns. Good throughout the summer, they give 
wearers the rule of the road whether making 
a left turn off the Montauk Highway to a side 
street or making a left turn from a side street 
onto the Montauk Highway. Not giving way to 
someone wearing a Left Turn Hat will get you 
a $200 fine and three points on your driver’s 
license. 
Left Turn Hats, red with the letter L in white 
on them, went on sale at Hampton Town Hall for 
the first time last summer at 9 a.m. on June 1, 
2015 and were snapped up before the end of the 
day, mostly by Town employees and other local 
residents who were alerted to the sale date. 


This summer, once again, they went on 
sale on June 1 at 9 a.m., and we’re told the line 
was down the block before the doors opened 
and the hats were all gone—at $400 a pop— 
before noon. 

Carl Blasphemy, a Wall Street hedge fund 
trader, showed up at 1 p.m. only to find all the 


hats gone and was outraged. 


“After missing out on it last year,” he told 
us, “I paid a lot of money to be sure | was called 
on the morning the hats went on sale. When 
I got the call, I raced over to the helicopter 
pad at 3lst Street, choppered out to the pad 
on Meadow Lane by noon, got a cab and 
rushed to Town Hall, and they tell me the hats are 
all gone.” He said he didn’t know what he would 
do, but suing Hampton Town was not out of 
the question. 

The history of the Left Turn permission 
actually dates to the spring of 2014. At that 
time, on the Monday before Memorial Day, 
2,000 pink cardboard permits were printed 
up and quickly sold—gone in 12 days—for 
$150 each. Recipients were told to put them 
in their glove compartments and show them 
whenever the police approached them after 
some sort of traffic altercation involving their 
trying to make a left turn. 

As it was pointed out by other motorists 
involved in these altercations, there was no way

of knowing that other motorists had a permit 
giving them the right of way beforehand. Thus, 
in the next summer, which was last summer, the 
permits were printed up as red baseball caps 
with the letter L in white in the front, and the 
number of the hat—from 1 to 300—on the back. 
These caps are easily seen by other motorists. 
No more excuses. 

The hats cannot be duplicated. They contain 
a two-inch-wide stripe on the brim that is only 
visible when looked at through Ray-Ban Police 
Grade Sunglasses. Fabricating and wearing a 
counterfeit Left Turn Hat this year can get you 
a $1,000 fine for the first offense and a possible 
30 days in jail for a second offense. 

Furthermore, the baseball caps from last year 
won't do. This year, the caps are white with the 
letter in red. 

Mayor Tom Borderline is proud to claim the 
new title for the most desired permit on the 
East End. And he has a message for the Mayor 
of East Hampton. 

“Can you. top this?” 

And by the way, he doesn’t have one himself, 
although his wife does, which she paid for fair 
and square. 

Anyway, come September 6, the day after 
Labor Day weekend, the hats expire. After 
that, it’s every man for himself until this time 
next spring.

f the excellent leading man in Bay Street 

Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts’ 
world premiere of The Forgotten Woman seems 
familiar, you may know him from a substantially 
different role. Darren Goldstein, who plays a 
slightly shady entertainment reporter in the 
play, also plays the extremely shady Oscar 
Hodges on Showtime’s The Affair. In real life, 
Goldstein couldn’t be more different than these 
two characters. 

On The Affair, Oscar Hodges is the fictional 
owner of real-life restaurant Lobster Roll 
(a.k.a. Lunch). The occasional lover of waitress 
Alison Lockhart, Oscar resorts to scheming 
and pseudo-Machiavellian plotting when he 
learns that Alison has been having an affair 
with vacationer Noah Solloway. “I can see how 
Oscar is viewed as mostly oily and malicious,” 
Goldstein says with a chuckle. “But I interpret 
him as a hurt guy. In the show we haven't 
[explored] too much there, but I think Oscar is 
in love with Alison, Ruth Wilson’s character. | 
think that fuels him, and he’s a little lost. When 
viewers say ‘Oh, you’re so evil,’ | have my own 
ideas of why he is the way he is. There’s a very 
innocuous reason why everything that comes 
out of his mouth seems to be with grease.”

Goldstein, originally from MHuntington, 
learned a lot about the local community while 
doing The Affair. “Oscar is very entrenched 
in small town Montauk life. Even though I’m 
from Long Island, I only knew [Montauk] as a 
tourist,” he says. “It was interesting to read 
these scripts and get an idea of what the tourist 
underbelly is like. I think that happens in lots 
of vacation places—Cape Cod, Myrtle Beach. 
There’s a feeling of, ‘these tourists come in and 
wreck the town.” 

Despite his impressive theater and screen 
resume, Goldstein didn’t originally pursue acting 
as a career. “I didn’t get into theater until my 
junior year in college at SUNY Albany. As much 
as | loved the guys in [my fraternity], my life 
didn’t feel dynamic enough. So I wandered into 
a theater audition for The Threepenny Opera!” 
he says with a laugh, noting how complex that 
show is. “My naiveté propelled me in the door 
and I sang a song and played a street singer. | 
was terrible, like everyone is in the beginning. 
Then I went for a nine-month internship in D.C. 
at the Shakespeare Theatre Company.” 

Clearly it paid off. Goldstein went on to get 
a Masters degree from NYU and has been 
acting ever since. His wife, Katie Finneran, is 
also an actor and appears on the Netflix series 
Bloodlines, which films in Florida. Despite their 


busy careers, Goldstein and Finneran make time 
for their family and have two children. “What’s 
great about my kids is they understand Mommy 
and Daddy coming and going. If Katie or I need 
to travel for a job, they’re fine with us leaving 
temporarily and coming back. That’s something 
special about having parents who are actors, 
and they do travel with us, so they’ve lived in 
places like New York and Miami.” 

The Forgotten Woman has been a fulfilling 
project for Goldstein, who admires the 
structure of the show—the single set, small 
cast of characters, the action taking place 
within a matter of days. “I read the play and 
it was constructed like an old fashioned play, 
in the best kinds of ways,” he says. “I knew 


[playwright] Jonathan Tolins from his other 
plays. I did a [staged] reading, and | thought it 
really worked.” 

Goldstein is happy to be part of the world 
premiere, and to be spending the summer 
at Bay Street, having previously appeared in 
Beyond Therapy in 2008, where he met Finneran. 
“This theater has a particular resonance for me. 
It’s a dream place to work. I just love it,” he says 
with a smile. &

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Thirty Years of Beautiful Southampton Trails

he Southampton Trails Preservation Society 
(STPS) has been protecting 300 miles of 
trails for 30 years. The group offers dozens of 
guided hikes year-round that showcase the 
beauty and uniqueness of the local landscape. 
Keeping the trails available to hikers is 
the primary mission of STPS, whose tireless 
volunteers perform constant maintenance. 
“Trimming, weeding and mowing. We do a lot 
of everything,” says Susan Colledge, Co-Chair of 
Trail Maintenance at STPS. “We also do blazing, 
which is nailing the trail name signs to the trees. 
We make sure they’re always in good condition. 
We’re constantly seeking volunteers.” 


STPS, a501(c)(3) nonprofit, was established in 
1986 by a group of horseback riders. They found 
that scenic trails were being lost to development. 
The Society works actively with the Town of 
Southampton government, neighboring trail 
groups and many environmental organizations 
to advocate for and create a system of public-use 
trails. STPS members are volunteers dedicated 
to protecting and preserving historic trails, 
greenbelts and open space, as well as creating 
new trail systems. Horses on Trails (HOT) is an 
affiliate and encourages recreational horseback 
trail riding. 

This is Colledge’s second year with the 
Society and the importance of what they 
do is significant to her. “It’s vital. I've been 
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here since 2014, but development has been 
contagious. We need to organize the land into 
trails despite development. We don’t want to 
lose our linkage.” 

Marilyn Kirkbright, President of the STPS, 
echoes this need and explains the Society’s 
current efforts: “A small committee of us goes 
to the Town Hall each month to advocate for 
open space.” 

STPS has sponsored thousands of free 
weekend hikes led by experienced volunteers. 
People are encouraged to embrace nature and 
learn about the different species of plants and 
animals, and various habitats. “We saw a bald 
eagle once at Crooked Pond,” says Kirkbright. 
“It was so amazing.” With trails leading to 
and around 12 ponds, and 18 different hikes 
to choose from, there’s a hike for every age 
and ability. “We’d love to see more children 
participate,” says Colledge. “We make it fun 
and exciting.” ke ie A 

An upcoming hike that’s perfect for 
toddlers and pre-school age little ones is the 
Children’s Introduction to Trails on June 18 


from 10:30 a.m. to noon. The route is an easy 


walk around Vineyard Field with views of the 
ponds and grasslands. The trip includes a visit 


to the South Fork Natural History Museum as 


well as refreshments. “Children have such a 
great time,” remarks Colledge. 

On the same day, at 12 p.m., STPS is hosting 
an Obstacle Day at Big Sky Ranch on Millstone 
Road in Water Mill. The event will be a fun 
challenge for horse and rider. All skill levels 


are welcome. Reservations are required, as is a - 


horse, helmet, and membership in either STPS 
or HOT. 

On July 2, Tony Garro of STPS will be leading 
the Patriotic Tour of Sag Harbor from 9 a.m. to 
11 a.m. Kirkbright says Garro is the perfect guide 
for historic walks. “He’s been investigating the 
history of Sag Harbor for years. He’s very funny, 


_ which makes the hikes.even more fun.” This 
event is great for the whole family and begins - 


at the windmill on Long Wharf. 

In the fall, you can look forward to the 
Inaugural Bay to Bay Hike on October 22. 
“I especially love the bottom of this trail. 
It’s absolutely gorgeous,” says Kirkbright. 
Hikers will meet at Head of Lots Road in 
East Quogue. The approximately eight-mile- 


long hike lasts from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Lunch will 


be provided. 

_ For any seniors who may have trouble 
walking, numerous trails are easy on the legs. 
Kirkbright explains that the Elliston Park hike, 
for example, can be shortened by half. “We’re 
all primarily seniors here at the Preservation 
Society. I believe the trails are appropriate for 
everyone, but you can let us know beforehand 
if you need any of the hikes to be shortened,” 
says Colledge. 

For all hikes, Kirkbright recommends bringing 
water, wearing light colored clothing and long 
pants that can be tucked into socks to aid in 
avoiding tick bites. 

Here’s to a wonderful summer of hiking and 
discovery on the East End!

[Some] rock players were heavily influenced 
by the old style country music of the 50s and 
60s—the bluegrass music, and the- country 
music from those days. Most of the people in 
the 60s grew up listening to rock music, but 
also, when they were kids they probably heard a 
lot of country music...But we were also listening 
to rock music, and | was listening to jazz, and 
there was R&B: And around the Cincinnati area, 
where we started, there was a lot going on, like 
James Brown. Cincinnati had a great jazz scene, 
too, so it wasn’t just country music...1 think 
country rock had more to do with rock players 
playing country thai vice versa, because 
now the country players play pop music, and 
that’s today’s count) music, which is more 
loosely defined. 


You’ve frequently piayed at the Grand 
Ole Opry over the years—that must be an 
amazing experience. 

Last year we played the Opry seven times. 
It’s such a thrill to be on the Opry stage, and to 
hear all those people singing right back at us. 


What have been some of the stand-out 
moments of your music career? 

There’s been so many. The first gig I played 
with the band in ’72 was one of those big rock 
festivals in Illinois for 300,000 people, so that’s 
kind of an auspicious way to start a career.

But the biggest thing these 
days is that the demographics have spread out 
from 20-year-olds to 60-year-olds. The people 
that come to the shows represent that 
widespread demographic, and they still 
love the music. Also, the new people that 


are hearing it, who were exposed to the 
music from their parents or grandparents, 
they’re coming to shows now _ because 
they like that type of music too. So for 
me, those are the highlights—the fact 
that what we do has been validated at least by 
the people that come to see us and listen to 
our music. 


What are you most looking forward to when 
you’re out here? 

Well, since I live in Sag Harbor, I’m looking 
forward to seeing my friends. I’ve been coming 
out here since ’73. I fell in love with the 


place the first time I came out. | moved back 
here 10 years ago. It’s the place where I’ve

I'm going to stay. We’ve had a long-standing 
relationship with Long Island from playing at 
the Nassau Coliseum...Long Island has quite 
its share of fantastic musicians.

Underpants: A Theatrical Tradition of Artifice

hose leaving Guild Hall nonplussed after 
seeing the new production of Steve Martin’s 
The Underpants (running through June 26) would do 
well to remember the words of Klinglehoff, spoken in 
the second act. This proper gentleman, when asked 
if disturbed by a rowdy scene happening onstage 


involving—yes—underpants, replies in the negative. ~ 


Looking straight into the audience, he explains why. 
“I know that it’s not happening.” Oddly enough, the 
audience is in a similar situation: we’ve known all 
along that none of what has taken place onstage has 
actually happened. This makes The Underpants an 
unusual theatrical experience, and great fun once 
you get used to it. 

In adapting Carl Sternheim’s 1911 play Die Hose 
from the original German (the title does translate 
approximately to “the underpants”), Steve Martin 
delved into a theatrical tradition that revels in 
artifice. As opposed to the English-speaking world’s 
preoccupation with establishing a_ believable 
“reality” on stage (triggering that willing suspension 
of disbelief we all learned about in English class), this 
tradition continually goes out of its way to remind us 
that what’s happening is, in fact, theater—and false 
by its very nature. Everything about The Underpants, 
from the ridiculous happenstance that sets the 
plot in motion to the enthusiastic inter-act polkas, 
is calculated to keep the audience in continuous 
awareness of the essential fakery of theater. It makes 
for a joyful romp. 


Klinglehoff, played at.Guild Hall with Prussian 
precision by Tuck Milligan, is just one of a set of stock 
characters populating the stage. Marianna McClellan 
plays Louise Maske, the young, beautiful and 
absurdly innocent wife of straight-laced, patronizing 
government clerk Theo Maske (Mark David Watson). 
When the string holding up Louise’s underpants 
inexplicably fails while she is in a crowd watching 
the king go by in a parade, she is suddenly awakened 
to an unfamiliar world of desire and sensuality— 
a world for which she is comically unprepared and 
yet is curiously drawn to. She is encouraged in her 
incipient infidelity by Gertrude Deuter, the nosy, 
middle-aged bawd who lives upstairs (played with 
obvious relish by the wonderful Sabrina Profitt). 
The familiar outlines of a stock cuckold story come 
into view. 

Among those who witnessed Louise’s brief 
moment of exposure is Frank Versati (the very funny 
Daniel Passer), whose Italian accent (the rest of the 
company speak in broad German accents), colorful 
outfit and white makeup mark him as a clown straight 
out of the commedia dell’arte. Smitten with Louise 
because of her wardrobe malfunction, he arrives 
to work his charms upon her, but is soon joined by 
Benjamin Cohen (Broadway veteran Michael Brian 
Dunn), who also saw Louise inadvertently drop trou 
and is instantly jealous of the attention she pays 
to Versati. The two of them duke it out over the 
flustered Louise, while her clueless husband tries to 
lord his superior status over them. 

The brilliant staging at Guild Hall features a

cabaret-style lighted proscenium, emphasizing the 
overt staginess of the show—every once in a while, 
the lights even go into flash mode. A slide whistle is 
heard to mark some of the more slapaiees moments 
in the script. It’s that kind of show. 

Expect to be dazzled by the acting, teased by the 
naughtiness, and amused by the smart jokes. Just 
don’t expect to believe it. 4B.

populate the world of Flings are unsure of their past 
and uncertain of their future. 

This remarkable collection of 12 tales—some 
memorably striking, but all intelligent, eccentric, 
funny, sad and unpredictable—incorporates rock, 
punk, arcane literary references (how many readers 
know Slavoj Zizek, the Marxist philosopher and 
cultural critic?) and draws effectively on European 
Jewish family history. 

But it’s the style that stands out. Sentences 
swell with qualifying phrases and clauses, often 
concluding with unexpected observations. Or they 
can be short and striking, with telling images, such 
as in “After Ellen”: “The small stones crunching 
beneath his sneakers are the same color as the 
three o’clock sky.” :

(well worth it) to be (re)read: “If you asked her, Ellen | 


would say it is a testament to her own, superlative 
taste in people that Danny and Rachel had the 
strength to exhaust their sickness for each other, 
then recover to achieve the chaste, sibling-like love 
they were always meant to enjoy.” 

The book’s title describes much of the behavior 
here—quick, instinctive, hardly momentous sexual 
encounters. Emotions are tossed or flung away. 
In a story called “Poets,” we are given insight into 
the protagonist’s psyche: “She knew some men out 
of sexual abuse. He had stumpy blond dreadlocks, 
refused to give up on heavy metal, and had never 
held a job of any kind. She did not love him, but 
he wasn’t as dumb as he might have been, and she 
appreciated his utter incompatibility with every 
aspect of her professional life.” 

Taylor’s particularly good on desperate narcissism. 
From the same story: “She finished many translations 
but did not publish them. It would be too easy and 
they’d garner her far too much acclaim. It was still 
her own verse she loved. She sought a poetry press, 
small, earnest, and middling enough that she might 
be its star.” The protagonist finally does give a 
poetry reading “to an audience of seven, then [goes] 
home.” Later, after allowing herself to be picked up 
by a graduate student, she undresses quickly: “‘Don’t 
you make me regret this,’ she said in a flat, serious 
voice, leaning low over his lap and unzipping him, 


and he promised that he wouldn’t, and he didn’t, and — 


so neither did she.” 

The stories tend to cut off rather than conclude, 
failing to reach an inevitable resolution derived from 
character or plot. But all of them evince a smart, 
critical, sometimes compassionate—sometimes 
satiric—take on fads or fancies to which Taylor’s 
unmoored characters yield, such as in “Sungold,” 
one of the most bizarre and inventive stories in the 
collection, which is told. by a man in a mushroom 
suit who works in a fast food joint. “The new 
menu’s littered with the word ‘artisanal’ instead 
of the word ‘organic,” but “it’s mostly the same 
food as before, only served on ceramic plates the 
size of manhole covers at triple the price.” Writing

“Blue Suede Shoes”? Carl (James Barry) certainly 
makes sure Elvis knows he isn’t pleased about Elvis’ 
success with the song. Barry is on point, right down 
to Perkins’ signature moves and his stage presence, 
full of life and energy and a deep love for all things 
rock n’ roll. You'll bop along with him as he performs 
“Blue Suede Shoes,” “Who Do You Love” and “See 
You Later Alligator.” 

Jerry Lee Lewis (Dominic Scott), the newcomer 
in a room full of seasoned, famous performers, 
has recently been picked up by Sun Records. His 
heart is big and he loves to play music—already 
he’s becoming the wild child of rock n’ roll. Scott is 
hilarious perfection in the role of Lewis, and picks 
out a mean tune on the piano. You can’t help but fall 
for Scott’s undeniable spirit and spunk when he belts 
out hits like “Great Balls of Fire” and “Whole Lotta 
Shakin’ Goin’ On.” 

Chris Damiano, in the role of brooding baritone 
Johnny Cash, is completely believable. He sings 
nostalgic tunes like “Folsom Prison Blues” and “I 
Walk the Line,” and has the audience singing along, 
too.

In a newspaper article 
published about it, Johnny, Carl, Jerry and Elvis were 
dubbed the “Million Dollar Quartet.” At the end of the 
musical performance, an audio clip of the session is 
played while the famous picture of the four men at 
the piano is projected onto the stage. The audience 
is left with a feeling of reverence for each of these 
legends of rock n’ roll, rockabilly and country and 
western. Even if, by some chance, you’re unfamiliar 
with the songs, the power of the music is strong and 
captivating, as are the actors performing and playing 
their hearts out on stage. go

Bolting Biennials: A Surprise in Your Garden! 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


This last week I bought six 
parsley plants that had “gone 
to seed.” Why’d I get them, 
these thin-stalked bunches 
with pale yellow or white 
groupings of flowers atop 
individual stems that share a 
primary branch? 

They re. pretty, for one 


GARD EN thing, but parsley is also a 
— biennial. The previous year, 


the plants were clumps of lovely dark green edible 
leaves. This spring they finished their biological 
cycle and “bolted”—the term for when certain plants 
begin to produce seed. Other vegetables are biennial

and will also bolt in the spring if left in the garden ~ 


during the winter: carrots, beets, Brussels sprouts 
(imagine the flowers on those babies!), cabbage, 
leeks, onions, parsnips and onions. 

You may be familiar with the gardening terms 
annual (a plant that completes its life cycle within 
one growing season) and perennial (a plant that 
returns in perpetuity—think daffodils). Biennials 
are a bit trickier. You plant them (and harvest them, 
if they’re veggies or herbs) in one season, and the 
following year they bolt, producing flowers and 
seeds, and die. Why, then, plant them at all? | 

Because of the extended time it takes for biennials 
to reach the flowering stage, the blooms are often 
larger and have a more complex structure. The “bolt” 


(or the elongated stem that shoots up) can be tall 
and provide a wonderful focal point or backdrop to a 
garden landscape. And they seed themselves, which 
has its advantages (cost-saving, for one thing). 

The common foxglove (Digitalis purpurea) is my 
favorite of the biennial flowers. I planted some many 
years ago and now have them all over my garden 
beds. In spring I see tiny plants that, during the 
summer, grow into sizeable green-only plants which 
bloom the following year, deposit seeds and repeat 
the cycle. To encourage this, it’s best if the soil 
surrounding the bolting foxgloves isn’t covered with 
mulch or leaf matter. (Often, the mother plant will 
last another cycle, but that’s not something you can 
count on.) If all has gone according to plan, you may 
find groupings of small foxglove plants and must be 
very careful weeding in the spring. The new shoots 
are incredibly tiny and I’d recommend leaving weeds 
longer than you might like in order to recognize the 
foxgloves when they finally do become larger. 

Other types of foxglove are neither biennial nor 
reliable seed producers. Treat them as annuals and, 
if you find a baby foxglove plant the next year, you 
have a present! But remember, all foxgloves are 
poisonous. If you have children, if might be best to 
avoid planting them. 

My second favorite species of biennial is the 
Russian hollyhock (Alcea: rugosa). It’s called, by 
those of us from the plains states, “the outhouse 
plant.” Indeed, some of my relatives back on the farm 
had hollyhocks blocking the view of their backyard 
commode. Russian hollyhocks can. easily reach

Hollyhocks are tall and provide great cover. 


between five and six feet tall. if grown in the right 
conditions. The plant has delicate yellow flowers and 
is rust resistant (in this case, “rust” refers to a type 
of orange fungal infection that can slow growth and 
even cause a plant to wither or die). : 

Biennials are a great investment for any gardener. 
They save you the time of replanting in the spring and 
leave gifts of seeds that, given the proper variables, 
will grow into beautiful new plants. Generally, 
when vegetables and herbs bolt they’re no longer 
good eating. But the flowers are so gorgeous, who 
really cares? £2

Nervous Breakdown in Margaritavillehamptons?

Go Pear Café founder Keith E. Davis’s 
aha moment came in the form of a “nervous 
breakdown”—as easy as, “three-two-one:”
